Open Channel Consfruction

Citizens of Sierra Madre, and more especially, those 
of the canyon area have won a victory in the project of 
a covered pipe in the Sierra Madre Wash. 

Debris dams have 
been completely whipped, 
but is not a part of the 
Corps of Engineers improve¬ 
ments. Following is a let¬ 
ter received this week by 
the City of Sierra Madre, 
which is complete and self 
explanatory: 

Dear Sir: 

In our latest correspon¬ 
dence to your City relative 
to the proposed improve¬ 
ment of Sierra Madre Wash, 
we indicated that with cur¬ 
rent investigations and 
studies under way by the 
United States Corps of En¬ 
gineers and this District in¬ 
formation would be avail¬ 
able during the latter part 
of this month. Recently, this 
office received from 
Corps of Engineers a propo¬ 
sal that an open channel be 
constructed from the vicin¬ 
ity of Camillo Street to the 
existing Sierra Madre Dam 
and that the project im¬ 
provement by the Corps not 
include any excavation up¬ 
stream of Sierra Madre 
Dam. 

The Corps’ position is 
based on the following 
facts:

Fire Chief Charles Brown 


The Los Angeles County 
Health Department com¬ 
pleted a routine inspection 
of our city jail on May 24, 
1966 and in making their 
report this week they .noted 
some 11 deficiencies and 
some with sub-heads. They 
closed their report by say¬ 
ing that they wished the ad¬ 
verse conditions corrected 
and sent a copy of the 
“minimum jail standards,” 
as a guide. 

Some of the problems dis¬ 
cussed in the report were 1. 
Unvc.nted gas heaters; 2. In¬ 
adequate means for mech¬ 
anical ventilation of cell 
blocks; 3. No vents on serv¬ 
ice sink and janitor’s closet 
to control odor and mois¬ 
ture; 4. No area for storage 
of prisoner’s clothing; 5. 
Soiled and stained mat¬ 
tresses would be renovated 
or replaced; 6. Repair of 
wall areas defaced by in¬ 
mates; 7. Insulated contain¬ 
ers for transportation of 
prisoner’s food instead of 
paper; 8. Pattern menus pro¬ 
vided one month in ad¬ 
vance; 9. Need for adequate 
supervision of housekeeping 
staff: a. toilet was .not 
clean; b. liandwash lavatory 
dirty; c. floors not clean; d. 
service sink .not clean; 10. 
No provision for dclousing 
prisoners.

a COLOR plays one of the 
:- most important of all roles 
e in clothing . . . even in a 
man’s wardrobe today. Most 
s of the beautiful colors we 
r enjoy in wearing apparel 
1 and household textiles are 
1 produced by dyes. 

^ ’The various types of dyes 
^ in use today are too many 
^ to go into here. As consum¬ 
ers our main co,ncern about 
dyes is that they be dur¬ 
able and should not be 
. changed by the action of 
light, acid and alkali n e 
t perspiration, and idryclean- 
ing. Unfortunately many 
dyes aren’t that permanent. 

\ Light, smoke-filled air, 
gas fumes and fumes from 
industrial plants often fade 
or otherwise affect colors. In 
addition, fumes and smoke 
deposit a subtle film on the 
surface of the fabric that 
not only has a tendency to 
change the color, but can 
cause deterioration of the 
fibers as well. In some fab¬ 
rics, particularly rayon ace¬ 
tates, this “fume fading” 
won’t become visible until 
after cleaning ... or when¬ 
ever heat is applied, as in 
pre.ssing. In such cases the 
fabric is at fault. 

Frequent and thorough 
cleaning will in most cases 
help to remove the dangers 
of color fading, will remove 
the film and keep colors 
clear and bright.

tion to increasing the capa¬ 
city for sediment storage 
upstream of the dam by ex¬ 
cavation was proposed. The 
Corps’ Division Office, in re¬ 
viewing the proposal, point¬ 
ed out that the excavation 
was not part of the original 
Congressional a'Uthorizatlon 
and would have to be ap¬ 
proved by the Chief of En¬ 
gineers. In view of this and 
the fact that the City has 
objected to the excavation, 
it wa.s recommended that 
this improvement should 
not include any excavation 
upstream of the dam. 

This office in evaluating 
this proposal with the elim¬ 
ination of the excavation 
which, Incidentally, will 
leave the City’s water tun¬ 
nels intact and not disrupt 
the City’s water supply, con¬ 
curs with the Corps that the 
open cliannel should now be 
constructed. The disposal of 
debris behind the dam to 
retain the present capacity 
will be a District respon- 
sibilty, as it has been in the 
past. Excavation behind the 
dam proper will not be a 
part of the Corps’ improve¬ 
ment. If studies justify up¬ 
stream stabilization work in 
Little Santa Anita Canyon 
by the United States Forest 
Service, it will be treated as 
a completely separate pro¬ 
ject and undertaken some 
time in the future. 'This of¬ 
fice will remain in contact 
with your City Engineer re¬ 
garding the status of this 
upper watershed project. 

The Corps has indicated 
that final plan and profile 
maps for the proposed pro¬ 
ject as an open channel and 
the right of way request 
will not be completed for 
several weeks. When' such 
plans are available, this 
offlee will be happy to work 
with your City Engineer re¬ 
garding the details involv¬ 
ing construction, road im¬ 
provements, access and einy 
other required items. As 
soon as the right of way re¬ 
quest is received, this office 
will submit for the City’s 
approval a map showing 
the location and extent of 
right of way to be acquired. 

In conclusion, we wish to 
say the alternate solution 
appears to satisfy all par¬ 
ties concerned, and an early 
reply with your comments 
to this latest proposal by the 
Corps of EnginEjers would 
be appreciated.
